She 
aaya that Allen, while posing under 
the name of J. W. Jenklna, ahow- 
ered this fortune of precloua genu 
upon bar. 

Till- liulii'iin'iit airaliist each nuiii 
toulains three ccnints. It is alleg- 
ed, that Allen, or .T. W. .lenklns, ac- 
companied by Mrs. Jenkins and 
Colllna, arrived here June 25, 1909. 
aboard the Lualtanla from EiTrope. 
They had gone abroad early In Ap- 
ril of that year, accompanieil hv a 
relliHie of the servants and Mrs. 
Tiirnelle. of ('hi(■a^o. a sister of 
Mrs. Jenkins. The latter remained 
with the party only until Naples. 
Italy, waa reacbed in their hurried 
tour of the coatlaent. Thea Mra. 
Tumelle returned home to the 
rnlted SUtea. 

The indictment airainst Allen spe- 
cifically charges him with unlawful- 
ly and knowingly violating the cus- 
toms laws by bringing Into this 
country one pearl necklace valued 
at 910,000 and dutiable at law, but 
which he did not declare. The sec- 
ond count covers the alleged smug- 
gling of a bracelet In the design of 
a snake, valued at SI.mki, hesides 
divers other articles of jewelry and 
wearing apparel. 

The Collins Indictment chargea 
htm with amuggling a necklace con- 
alsttng of five strands of pearls with 
a diamond and ruby clasp, a pearl 
ai:il (liamond hracelet and other ar- 
tl( les of jewelry and weariiii! ap- 
parel. 

All of the articles enumerated In 
both Indictments are now In tb(^ 
poaaeaaion of Collector Loeb, they 
having been aelaed by Deputy Sur- 
veyor Richard Parr and other Fed- 
eral offlclals. All of them are al- 
leged to have been parts of the 
great fortune In jewels and rare 
laces so prodigally lavished upon 
Mrs. Jenkins by her millionaire 
Weatera admirer. 

It was maialy npca the teatlmoay 
of Mra. Jenklna that the Indict- 
ments were based. She first ap- 
peared before the grand Jury .Tuly 
7. For more than a month the 
jury deliberated before reaching a 
decision. 

Mra. Jenklna denied with em- 
phaala to-night that It was throogh 
any feeling of pique or ill will to- 
ward either Colllna or Allen that 
she had given her testimony. Roth 
men. she said, had befriended her 
for years. Allen had been more 
than generous, she declared, as ev- 
idenced by the more than half a 
mllllo}i dollara la houaea. automo- 
bllea, Jewela, nfegalSeeat gewaa 
aad tamptaotw furniture, eoatly 
tapeatrfea, rare apeclmens of mar- 
bles and bronzes, &c., he had pur- 
chased for her in the year and a 
half ahe had known him.

The Democratic Platform. 

The Democratic platform adopted 
at the State convention held at Louis- 
ville, Ky , AuKUHt 1.', reaffirms time- 
tried and Mme-honored Democratic 
doctrines, and it announces up-to-date 
Democratic principles which are woi^ 
thy or tha support o( an Kantucklana. 

I Indorse the platform which was 
adopted by the convention. It repre- 
sents the principles of the Democratic 
State ticket and presents the policies 
that will be upheld. 

Speaking with candor and delibera- 
tion, 1 caji say that In my opinion no 
better or more appropriate or pro- 
.grasalTa dadaratlon of principles was 
«Ter mada la Kantneky by an earnest. 
Intelligent, patriotic ^ody of men, rap- 
resenting tha Damoemta of every part 
of the State. 

I shall not at this time discuss at 
length each section ot the platform. I 
hope It will l)f read and carefully con- 
sidered by each voter. It is sufficient 
for me to refer briefly to the subject 
matter of moat of the sections.

I voted for and I endorsed every 
section of this platform, and it Is 
proper I should say in this connec- 
tion that I voted for the*^ first local 
option law passed by the Kentucky 
Legislature In 1874, I th«i being a 
RepresenUtive from MadlAn County. 

At a local option election held In 
Richmond I was absent 
my duties as Senator at ^»>"»«'f?: 
except the local oP""" 
March 8 laat. and on that day I was 
compelled to be in Louisville to at 
Smd a meeting of the State Demo- 
cratic Executive Committee called for 
that day by the chairman, the main 
business of which was to call off the 
primary election which I ^.t*'"- 
cated. and la wMch 1 waa.^pljr in- 
terested. _ a,.*- 

At the recent Democratic State 
convention I advocated at the I)emo- 
cratlc candldatae' meeting a declara 
tlon to be placed in the platform in 
favor of ertenaion of the present local 
option law. and It waa agreed to by 
the Democratic candidates, and wns 
put in the Democratic platform. 

On this platform of principles Dem- 
ocrats appeal to all Kenturklans. Irre- 
spertlve ol previous political affilia- 
tions, to sujport our State ticket and 
all other DPlnocratlc candldatae. 

Judge (yRear la hia apeech at May- 
field on the tlat day of Auguat asked 
me to answer the foUowtng queations: 

Are you now in favor of the exten- 
sion ot the county anlt law la Ken- 
tucky, etc., and whaa did yoa eoma to 
that conclusion? 

I have already said In my eixwh to- 
day that I endorse every section of 
the Democratic platform at the SUta 
convention at Louisville on the loth 
of August.

It Jndga OKaar had read on the 
day of tha State Democratic conven- 
tion the published account of the 
views of the State Democratic candi- 
dates for offlop, lie would have known 
that I and all the other candidates 
for State offlres were in favor of ex- 
tending the county unit law. 

Judpe OUe.ir says he proposes, it 
eirrted Ooveriior. to remove the In- 
fluence of the liquor lobby In the Ken- 
tucky Leglalature, and Itt allied lob- 
bies, and aaka me what I propoao to 
do about it? .'My anawer la aa atated 
In the Democratic platform, and la as 
follows: 

"I faver each laws as will tmdf-r 
appropriate penalties destroy all cor- 
rupt lobbylnK sefklnK to Influence any 
legislative body In the commonwealth 
on the subject of legislation, or tl..> 
election of officers by It. or In any 
other matters " and I will do all in 
my power, if I am Governor, to carry 
out fully the atatementa In thia aec- 
tion ot the Democratic platform, and 
If the connty unit Is not enacted at 
the flrft isaaion of the Legislature. If 
I am Governor. I will determine then 
whether tb* Legislature shall be 
called Into extra session to con 
elder It. 

Judge O'Reai- asserts in very stron? 
language what he will do with the 
Legislature .if the mer]-^ers do n'>t 
obey his dicution, and * is proper in 
this connection to say that each 
branch of the Lagialatnra la oartala to 
be Democratic and wlU be mora in 
sympathy with a Democratic Gov- 
ernor than with a Bepnbllean Gov- 
ernor. 

Before I finish my speech I will 
ask Judge O'Rear to answer some Im- 
portant questiong. l)ut they will be 
more appr^orlate when I discuss an- 
other question.

Republicans after years of oppos'

Reciprocity In trade was advocated 
by the founder of the Democratic 
party, Thomas Jefferson, nearly a cen- 
tury ago. and was endorsed by several 
Democratic National conventions, and 
was advocated by the prsaent Repub 
Mean Preaident. , who called a specia' 
seaeion ot Con g rses In order \o secure 
the passage of tka Caaadiaa rsdp- 
-oclty measure. 

Publication of campaign rantrlhn-

It may be aald la thia connection 
that Democrats are certain to have 
control of both the State Senate and 
House of Representatives when the 
next General Assembly convenes, and 
will be In a condition to perfonu and 
carry out their pledgee, while the Re- 
publicans have no prospect whatever 
of controlling either branch ot the next 
General Assembly, and It they had. 
the Oovaraor they would be powerless 
to enact or amend a law; one-halt of 
the State Senators hold over, and they 
are all Democrats, and the majority of 
Democrats In tha Houaa of Repre- 
sentatives last snaaloil la too large to 
be overcome. 

The Republicsn Patty, 

Kentucky Republicans are now say- 
ing very complacently we should in 
this campaign confine ourselves to 
Suta quesUons. Of oouraa, they de- 
sire thia, tor they do not waat the bad 
record of the Republican party, both 
In the State and Nation, brought to 
the attention of the people.

ef dollars. 

President Taft said In his sjiewh at 
Cincinnati when a candidate for Pres- 
ident, on "September 22. U'l'M; "If 1 
uiT^ eliTt'jd l*r*'sl'!"r't t ..r.iT»>'B,. the 
nation I will use every tibtr of my 
being to carry out honestly nnd de- 
cently the tariff revision promises of 
tha Republican plattorm." Two days 
later he lald at Milwaukee: "It la my 
Judgment that the revtalon of the tar 
iff In accordance with the pledge oi 
the Republican platform will he on 
the whole, a substantial revision 
downward." After the I'ayne-Aldrloh 
tiill was passed which iniTejvs»>d Uixes 
he signed it, anil railed it "the liest 
Republican tariff bill ever enacted."

All ctaaaaa and all kinds 
of business dejiend upon the prosper- 
ity and success of farmara and labor 
ing men. iVhen farm cropa fail or 
diminish, business ot all ktnda lan- 
guishes. 1 am in favor of cooperation 
and organi7.Htion. both among farmera 
and laborip'' men. 

A majority of our population live 
on farms and more than half our 
suta taxsa are paid by the farmers 
and the majority of our farmers are 
Democrats. The Democratic party has 
from the foundation of our govern- 
ment championed the fannar'a cauaa, 
while the Republican party haa crip- 
pled his Interests and the Intereata of 
laboring men by compelling them to 
ray tribute to trusts, moaopoUes and 
combines, and caro' tha bordaa Of op- 
pressive taratlon. 

There shoi;l(] lie no B'ay-athome 
vote among the farmers and laboring 
men at the next State election.

I recommend- 
ed to the (ieneral .Vssembly the pas- 
sage of a bill establishing a Deiiart- 
ment of Agriculture and authorizing 
the appointment of a Commissioner of 
Agricultnra. This Department ot Ac- 
ricultura haa raadered valuable aarv- 
Ica to the 8Ute, and ita scope ho 
been extended so as to include f^reet- 
ry and immigration. There 'vli- mi 
Department of Agrlciilttire wh< n I en- 
tered Con(rr>'«s. and I intniduced a bill 
to (stablLsh a Iiepartment ( f AKricul- 
ture, and the Chairman of the Come 
mittee on Agriculture reported a bill 
subsuntlally the same aa mine, aad 
it was passed, and we now have a 8ao> 
reUry ot Agriculture In the Cabinet 
of the President. 

In 190C a Demficmtlc a^iminlstratlon 
put the State Fair on a fx'rmanent ba.- 
sls. and provided for an annual Htalo 
and County Farnwrs' institute, and In 
this way the farmer s facilities for ob- 
taining Information have greatly in* 
creased, and the SUte Fair gives him 
an opportunity to see the best that la 
produced upon tha farm, and laudabia 
competition is encouraged among 
farmers. 

There shoiild Ik* no politics In farm- 
ers' Institutes, but It has been charged, 
and. So far as I tiav-- lii>-ii Ipformed, 
not dtnled. t!i:it UciuihUcans have 
prostituted the farmers' Institutes into 
roiitlcal machines. 

From tha farms aa well aa from tha 
cities and towns come the soldiers 
who fight our hsttles In time of war, 
and from the farms as well as from 
the cities and towns come leaders In 
science, literature and art, Pr-sldenta 
of colleges and unlversitle-", anj chief 
officers of banks and railroads and In- 
dustrial institutlona. From the farm 
also, as well as from the cities and 
towna, come Senators, Oovamora, 
Representathrea In Congreas, Judgea 
and other officers, and tv,-o of the 
greatest Presidents fumlfhed by tho 
llcrcorratlc i»arty, Jeff'rvon anr) Jsck- 

n, were reared rm farms, and two 
.' the greatest Presidents funiished 
!iy iie Ktipublicans, IJncoln and Mc- 
kinley, were reared on farms. Not- 
withstanding the conspicuous service 
rendered by farmers, they have been 
the main victims of Republican legis- 
lation. They have felt the terrlbta 
weight of the trusts, and the heavy 
hurtien of the tariff, both cf which 
reach nearly ever\nhlng the farmer 
buys or us*'s. 

While 1 was in Con;;pefs 1 did all 
In my jxiwcr u> reduce the I nr. lens 
ot taxation and free the farmers from 
the clutches ot trusts and monopolies, 
and I advocated taking tha tax off 
baeco every time 1 could get aa op- 
portunity. 

Conclusion. 
I hrne siiolu ii |on^■"^ than I intend* 
ed. It will be a great honor tor me 
to be elected Oovemor ot Kantuekr

I will be sincerely grateful to all 
who vote tor me, and I will do all In 
my power to be worthy of tbalr ooafl* 
dance and support.
